These two 
tenders amounted to $157,750. The Haggerty com¬ 
pany tender provided, as required by the specifica¬ 
tion, for certain rates on such as clearing, metalling 
and retaining wall, should the department require the 
contractor to do any additional work. In addition 
to these two contracts the department did consider¬ 
able work by day labor and on this the payrolls lor 
labor and team work alone amounted to 

$56,368.51.”
